Secondly, the further support of theircsidential Cabinet, through 
a declaration of a state of emer ency and a postponement of the Reichstag, 
which was against the Constitution, hadbeen rejected by the President on 
the 23rd of the month, He had rejected these things, as we know, because von 
Schleicher had told him, in December, that a violation of the Constitution 
would mean civil war and a civil wr would mcan chaos, "because, he said, 
"with the army and with the police I am in no position to keep law and order 
in the country in a case of civil ware" 

Thirdly, since Hitler offered to participate in a minority cabinct 
with the support of the President, this was the only possibility which was 
left, and every faction was ready to participate. These people were willing 


to support me, even in 1932, 
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Q What were the instructions that tho Reich president gave you? 
A The instructions given me by von Hindenburg read as follows: 

"Proposal for the formation of a government under the leadership 
of Hitler, with Hitler at the head, and with the utmost restriction of the 
influence of tho National Socielists and of this government within the frame— 
work and background of the Constitution." 

I should like to add that it was quite extraordinary for tho Rois: 
president to ask any one person to form a government which was not to be 
headed by this person himself. In tho normal course of events, Hindenburg, 
of course, would have had to entrust Hitlor hinself with the formation of a 
government. However, he instructed me to form this now government, for he 
wisned to minimize tho influonce of Hitler in his cabinet as fer as possible, 

Q And with whom did you negotiate? 

A I negotiated with the leaders of the groups which worse concerned 
with the formation of this government; that is, Rightist groups. By that I 
mean tho leaders of the NSDAP, the German National People's Party, tho "Stael 
Helmet Party" ("Stahlhelm"), and the Gorman People's Party» 

« According to what point cf viaw did you suggost to tho Reich 
president the formation of the now cabinot? 

A I made my suggestion along the linos of the only possivility which 
was present. That was a coalitaticn govornmont with all of those groups 
involved participating. 

THE PRESIDENT: Dr. Kubuschok, the Tribunal thinks that tho 
defondant is going into far too ruch detail about this, because he has given 
his account of why the president sont for him ana why ha had anything to do wit 
it. And that is the only matter that concerns hin. After he has given that 
explanation, it should not be necessary to go intc any further detail about 
it at all.

I reported to Berlin currently about everything which I learned in Vienna 
regarding the polty of these countries in the southeastern areas because 
naturally that was one of the tasks of the Ambassador to Vienna, But over and 
above that, during my entire work in Vienna, I did nothing which might in any 
way tally with Mr. Messersnith's statement in this connection, 

Apart from that, may I say that it would be guite foolish and contrary 
to the most primitive rules of diplomacy if I, curing one first conference, 
had spoken to an unknown, stranve ambassador, making such revelations to 

him. That would have been sensasional and it would have been certain that 
the next day the Austrian government and the whole world would have known, 

DR, KUBUSCHOKs With reference to this question, I referyou to 
Erbach's interrogatory, Document Nos 96, on page 238, and 1 refer to questions
